HIGH GGURT GROERS
ASSESSMENT RAISE

Appellate Court Holds Coun-

|ty Must Meet Commis-

| sion’s Order.

Frankfort, Ky., June 28.-—Tha,
Court of Appeals today In a decision
by Judge Sampson held that the State
Tax Commisslon has a right to re-
quire a county to bring the total as-
sessments up to the value fixed by
the commission In reviewing the as-
| sessmont returned by tho County Tax
Commissfoner and the Board of Su-
pervisora, This question was decided
In the suit of Fayette County to pre-
venl ihe commission reassessing the
property in the county at he county's
eXpense.

The court held that the commission
may not make a resssessment and
sald “after the State hoard has final-
Iy fixed the valuation placed upon
the different classes of property in &
given county and the county has fall-
ed to prosecute an appeal within the
time limited, the action of the board
becomes final and coneclusive and the
connty Is bound throngh its proper
fiseal officials to raise the wvaluation
of the different classes of property
to conform to the ruling of the State
Commission.

“While the County Board of Su-
pervicors has a deseretion in the mat-
ter of equalizing the property of the
Itiiffl*rent classes to conform to the
ruling of the Stute board, the county
borrd has no deseretion as to the
amount of the rajge and If it fails to
comp'y with the orders of that com-
mission the c¢ommission may by
mandamus require the County Board
of Supervisors to perform this fune-
“tion as & legal duty from which there
is no escape, It mMay De urged that,
+48 the Board of Supervisors had ad-
journed, no mendamus will Ule
against that board. It is the duty of
the County Judge to convene suelr
board and if he fails to do s0 manda-
mus will lie to compel! the perform-
ance of this duty.”

The lower court sustained the
right of the State commission under
the statutes to send its field men inta
the county to maks a reassessment
at the county's expense becnuse the
County Board of Supervisors refused
to carry out Lthe [ustructions of the
State commission. This court says
the law provides a complete gystem
for seitling all controver:zies heweem
the commission and the county and
renders a reassesment by a house-to-
house canvass unnecessary. and the
cost, which is nominal, must be
bhorne by the Stat:, It adds: “A re-
assessment of the property of &
county by the agents aof the State Tax
Commission would be repugnant to
the spirit of our bill of rights and
contrary to the prineiples of loeal
ga|f-government."

Saveral counties In which reasseas-
ments have been ordered have been
awnlting the outcome of this case,
and it will be Incumbent on the
county judges now to reconvene their
boards of supervisors to equalize as-
sesaments on the basis of th: totals
fixed by the State Tax Commission.
